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THE EDITOR’S ROUND-UP 


I had the fortunate opportunity to be invited to Tucson 
to attend the Preview Opening of the new home of the 
Arizona Pioneers’ Historical Society on Saturday, Jan. 29th, 
1955. A beautiful day, a most happy trip, and a very memor- 
able occasion resulted. The 70th annual membership meeting 
had been postponed from November 1954 for this preview, 
hus the festive spirit was enriched by general anticipation 
ind enthusiastic approval. The members and invited guests 
participated in a “southwestern” luncheon in the attractive 
patio, and the rest of the afternoon was spent in viewing 
the exhibition rooms and the library facilities, as well as 
chatting with friends and pioneers. 


The building project had been booted about since 1881, 
and only since 1947, through state support and matching 
society funds ($125,000 each) was it possible for the society 
to have this permanent home. The new building, designed 
by Jos. Th. Joesler, has a modified southwestern colonial 
exterior, with a rather simple modern interior, quite stream- 
lined in its functional appearance, but enhanced by the use 
of appropriate colors, resulting in a most pleasing and effec- 
tive decor. The main lobby houses the administrative 
facilities, thus keeping the society’s personnel obviously 
available for public duty. (We hope that Miss Sloan and 
her staff will eventually devise quarters suitable for accom- 
plishing their tremendous technical load.) On the whole, 
all librarians in Arizona should have a new consciousness 
of the place of the Arizona Pioneers’ Historical Society and 
its library resources in our total state picture. We librarians 
may well take a more cooperative appreciation of the work 
and endeavors of this agency and its staff. With the Annual 
meeting of the Assn. in Tucson, April 15-17th, all members 
should spend as much time becoming better acquainted with 
Miss Sloan, her staff, the new building and its Arizona 
materials and historical relics. This latest and splendid 
library development in our state will be a highlight of our 
spring meeting. 


We all will salute Miss Sloan, the Officers and Board of 
Directors of the Society for all their recent accomplishments. 
Their’s has been a job well begun!

Saturday, January 22nd. The main item of business was to 
select a site for the annual convention and to plan generally 
the type of program to be held. 


We received two invitations. One was from Harold 
Batchelor, Librarian, Arizona State College at Tempe to 
use the facilities of the State College, and one from Fleming 
Bennett, Librarian, University of Arizona. We were delayed 
in selecting a location this year because we had hoped to 
have the convention in Prescott. We must acknowledge 
and give special thanks to Dorothy Hardaway, Librarian of 
the Prescott Senior High School for the preparatory work 
that she had done. Since the two largest hotels are being 
remodeled and cannot make definite future commitments, 
and there is no motel with the facilities to provide for our 
total group, Prescott felt that they could not play host this 
year. They do want us to know that the invitation holds 


-good for next year. (Future officers please note.) 


Last year the convention was held in the Phoenix area 
and if next year the convention is held in Prescott, it will 
mean that our friends in the South will be making quite a 
few trips. For this reason, we agreed to accept the invitation 
of the staff of the University of Arizona. 


The dates of the convention will be April 15-17 with 
headquarters in the Library of the University. Our general 
chairman is Fleming Bennett. Other chairmen will be Sue 
Gondek, Carnegie Free Library in Tucson, in charge of ex- 
hibits, and Marguerite Pasquale, Tucson Senior High School, 
in charge of the program.

THE SECRETARY’S ROUND-UP 


The Executive Board of the Arizona State Library As- 
sociation met on October 30, 1954, at 10:00 a.m. in the library 
of North Phoenix High School, with the Constitution Com- 
mittee also in attendance. Those present were: 


William Bartels, President; Patricia Paylore, Past Presi- 
dent; Frances Fleming, lst Vice President; Harold Batche- 
lor, 2nd Vice President; Gertrude James, Councilor; Don 
Powell, Constitution Committee Chairman; Elizabeth Smith, 
Member; Bob Jones, Member; Tina Bohlmann, Member; We- 
nona Clark, Secretary. 


Miss Paylore moved that reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting be dispensed with, as everyone had re- 
ceived a copy. Minutes were approved as submitted. 


The President reported that appointments to all com- 
mittees had been made and accepted, and that changes would 
be announced and reported in the Arizona Librarian which 
will be out soon. 


Motion was made by Miss Paylore that for this year 
the Association assume expenses incurred by the Children 
and Young People’s Section in planning the program to be 
held in connection with the annual meeting of Arizona Edu- 
cation Association. In discussion it was brought out that 
funds are not available from AEA and that the wording “for 
this year” precludes the establishment of a precedent. Motion 
was seconded by Gertrude James, and carried. 


The President reported that $25.00 was advanced to Mr. 
Batchelor for expenses in connection with the Arizona Li- 
brarian and for the purchase of stationery and stamps. 
Frances Fleming moved that $25.00 to the Arizona Librarian 
be approved and any additional funds be available to draw 
upon to cover bills. Seconded by Gertrude Jones. Discus- 
sion was called for, which brought out that printing costs 


have risen but advertising rates have not been increased and 
circulation does not justify any further cost to advertisers. 
Miss Paylore expressed the opinion that the Association sup- 
ports the Librarian and that funds should be made available, 
whereupon the motion was voted upon and carried by unani- 
mous vote. 


Mr. Batchelor noted the fact that paid members now 
number only 85. It was noted that the cost scale for member- 
ship is difficult to remember and that it should be repeated 
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in the next issue of the Arizona Librarian. Miss James sug- 
gested that a letter be sent, including the scale of dues, as a 
promotional means for increasing membership — and that 
perhaps a change to calendar year basis could be worked out. 
This plan will be discussed later. Mr. Bartels said he would 
like to send a copy of the Arizona Librarian to everyone in- 
terested, with the reminder letter. 


Mr. Powell reported that the Constitution Committee 
met in May and suggested changes in the Constitution and 
By-Laws, as submitted in their report. Motion was made by 
Mr. Powell that the Committee recommend adoption before 
the next annual meeting. At this time, Mr. Batchelor won- 
dered about having the annual meeting earlier, perhaps in 
January, between semesters, since a fall meeting would 
conflict with SWLA. Mr. Bartels suggested early spring, 
but stated that the time of the meeting is not a matter for 
By-Laws — that the Committee will have to decide. A sec- 
ond to Mr. Powell’s motion was made by Frances Fleming. 
It was decided that the amendments should be taken up for 
discussion and vote article by article. 


Article IV. Mr. Batchelor stated that he thought this 
needed clarification regarding arrangements for the Execu- 
tive Board — “the Association will assume .. . transportation 
for members from distant points.” 


To clarify this point, Miss Paylore moved that reim- 
bursement for expenses incurred in attendance at Board 
meetings shall be determined annually by the Executive 
Board. Seconded by Mr. Batchelor. Carried. 


Vote was then taken on Article IV, as amended, and 
adopted unanimously. 

Article VI. Adopted. 

Article VII. Adopted. 

By-Laws. Article I. The question of dues was discussed 
at some length—whether a flat fee or some change in the 
present scale is advisable. The question was asked how 
many take advantage of the $1.00 rate and since no one 
appeared to have any information, it was decided to pursue 
the subject further at a later date. The calendar year was 
discussed also as a membership basis. 


Article I adopted, as submitted. 
Article II. Adopted. 
Article III. Adopted. 


Article IV. Recommended by the Constitution Commit- 
tee as an experimental step — abolishing old sections and 





substituting committees actively interested in the different 
groups. Sections in the past have been almost completely 
inactive. 


The Constitution Committee recommends adoption with 
the possibility in mind that machinery is provided for easy 
return to the old system. Committees will consider the 
special problems of these groups. Mr. Powell explained 
that only three committees were recommended because the 
Association is still too small to allow further fragmentation. 
One member would be appointed each year after the original 
set up. Mr. Batchelor felt that the wording should be more 
explicit but after a full discussion of this point, Article IV 
was adopted as recommended. 


Article V. In discussion, it was pointed out that the 
Directory issue of Arizona Librarian will be out in January 
and it was decided that the names of ASLA members would 
be starred. The possibility of a perpetual directory with 
a card file of all libraries, was urged by Mr. Batchelor as 
an aid to the Librarian. He also spoke of the awkardness 
of the present financial arrangement in having to work 
through the Treasurer. Would it be possible to set aside 50c 
of all active members’ dues to set up an operating fund? 


Motion was made by Gertrude James that Article V be 
amended to include a statement that “there shall be an 


annual audit of the Arizona Librarian fund.” Seconded by 
Frances Fleming. Carried. 


A motion, made by Frances Fleming and seconded by 
Gertrude James, that Article V include a statement that the 
Arizona Librarian editor may appoint a Business Manager 
was carried. 


Article V adopted as amended. 


Motion was then made by Miss Paylore to adopt the 
Constitution and By-Laws as amended. Seconded by Frances 
Fleming. Carried. 


A standing vote of gratitude to the Constitution Com- 
mittee for their splendid work was given, and it was decided 
that when adopted the Constitution and By-Laws should 
be published in full, with reprints later on. A mail ballot 
will be held, with a cover letter with full explanation by 
the Constitution Committee Chairman. Ballots will be sent 
later by the Secretary to all members. Mimeographing of 
the copies of the Constitution will be done at once by the 
President. 
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Recommendation was made that the Constitution be sent 
out in accordance with the vote taken at the annual spring 
meeting — as soon as possible. Motion to this effect, made 
by Miss Fleming and seconded by Miss Paylore, was carried. 


Question was brought up as to the status of Patience 
Golter as an honorary member, as proposed at the last meet- 
ing. Motion was made by Miss Fleming that we install Mrs. 
Golter as an honorary member in perpetuity. Seconded by 
Mr. Batchelor. Carried. The President will instruct the 
Secretary to write a letter so informing her. 


The President asked the Internal Relations Committee 
Chairman to look into the rights of honorary members. 


A tentative date of March 25-27 for the annual conven- 
tion was proposed by Miss Fleming for consideration by the 
Committee, with business meeting on Saturday. Possibility 
of two business meetings was also brought up. Mention was 
also made that it is time for the President to appoint a Nom- 
inating Committee to choose next year’s officers. 


Mr. Batchelor requested information as to what to do 
with exchange materials received by Arizona Librarian. 
Miss Paylore suggested a depository but it was decided that 
each editor should weed and keep or destroy materials from 
year to year as he sees fit. Mr. Batchelor also gave informa- 
tion that “Illinois Libraries” can be obtained gratis from 
Secretary of State and State Librarian, Springfield, Illinois. 


Meeting adjourned at 1:15 p.m.

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WHO’S WHO IN ARIZONA, 1954-55 


The 1954-55 edition of “Who’s Who in America” lists 
162 Arizonans. 

Among them are Howard Pyle and Ernest W. McFar- 
land, political leaders; Richard A. Harvill, president of the 
University of Arizona; Wesley P. Goss, Superior mining 
executive, and Upton Sinclair, author and a Buckeye resi- 
dent since 1951. 

Sinclair and his wife, fugitives from California’s smog, 
retired to a walled-in Buckeye home “to sit quietly and 
read and write books without having our eyes smarting with 
sulphur dioxide, formaldehype, and God only knows what 
else.” 

MOST FAMOUS of Sinclair’s unending stream of nov- 
els, plays and magazine articles was “The Jungle,” a 1906 
book exposing conditions in and around Chicago’s stockyards. 

According to the publisher, people admitted to “Who’s 
Who in America” fall into two classes: 


1. Those included arbitrarily because of high official 


position—civil, military, naval, religious or educational. 

2. Thos selected because of special prominence in cred- 
itable lines of effort, making them the subjects of extensive 
interests, inquiry or discussion. They are persons who have 
accomplished some conspicuous achievement, something 
which distinguishes them from the vast majority of their 
contemporaries.
